36* 29 of the correspondi.ig term of the ptecedin^; »ix years, «nd 
nearly three degrees above the mean beat 33* 52 ut March, 1819.

Capt. Bailey, of ilie brig Atlantif of 
WirklWnl, (in this nislrirl) orrived at 
BniiinMire on Monday lost from Ja- 
mait a, saiKI under Briti»h convoy, 
and Miopt off Havana the 8th iii^t.— 
The same «‘vening taw Ictur of C'om. 
.Porter*» ».(uanron, ami spoke the Foi, 
vmiiing ordi'r» from the Commodore. 
Reported tli.ii tliey had taken and det- 
troted the grenter part of'the pirates iHi 
I tli.it piirt of the coa«i. 
A pilot boat 
sih'r wnit h tliev had capliiretl, was in 
CO. hiid Capt. B. was informed, that 
five oiht r piratical vesnels had been 
ca{>iiire>l hy Com. Porter’s »quadron. 


C'iipl Neil, arriviHl at llaltimore on 
Saturday l iM in 10 days from Havana, 
spoke on the 8th insl. off the Moro 
CiMle, the U 8. sch’r Galliiiipper, and 
\M%i iiiformerl, lhat tliey had re-ca|>> 
lured the sch’r Pilot of Norfolk, which 
ha«^ been taken by Oie Pirates. 
The 
Pilot was ran ashore by the pirates, 
but ^ot off by the iHiat«« of the Galli- 
iiipfiei, uAer an action, in whi« h seve­ 
ral of thc pirate« were killed and woun­ 
ded ; the rest escaped, except one tak­ 
en prisoner.—Capt. Neil aAerwards 
spoke 'he Pilot, with the American 
colors flying over tho red flag. 


Wtieo tlie Pilot was in potisession of 
the pirates, and lying off tne Moro, the 
captain sent word to the Americans in 
Havana, that she would convoy any 
American vessel in port! 


A British brig had been capiure.-) in 
sight of Havana n few days before 
Ci^pt. N. sailed, and it was supposed 
that all the crew had been murdered. 
In fuel the piratical captain who took 
the Pilot, inlorined Cant. Banks that 
he tvould hang every knglishiiian he 
fell ill with,in retaliation for the pirates 
hung by them in Jamaica. 


The brig Mechanic of Portland, was 
captured on the bih insi. one mile from 
the Moro, and robbed. The schooner 
Three-Sisters of Boston, was taken at 
the s(|inc tune ; the mate was drowned 
by thc pirates; the capiain severely 
beaten, and the vesu;l robbed uf sails, 
rigging, &c. 


COURT OF INQUIRY. 


The Naval Court of Intpiiry, which 
hns been sitting at tlie Navy Yard, 
llrooklyn,oii charges preferred a^iiist 
Capt Kvans. close*! its proccedinf^s on 
Saturday last.—The New York Ame­ 
rican says, “ it was diligeiitly em­ 
ployed for four weeks in investigating 
llie aiiiniiiistralion of the aflairs of the 
Navy Yard lor several years past, and 
generally sat from 0 o’clock in llie 
morning till 4 or 5 o’clock in the after­ 
noon.—Capt. Evans’ defence, which 
was drawn up by James A. Hamilton, 
Esq his counsel, (and which we nn- 
dersiami was a very able and eloquent 
paper) was read on Friday, and the 
prmmlings have been traiisinitlcd to 
Vysi>hi'igton. 
The decision of the 
Court, of course, cannot be known, 
until promulgated by thc government.*
